Ha va na , Oct. 5.—Now tha t the dis­ 
a rma ment of flie revolutionists a nd 
the government volunteers is progress­ 
ing stea dily a nd thoughtful portions of 
the public of a ll na tiona lities a re a nx­ 
iously discussing the possibilities of 
Cuba ’s future form of government. 
The desire for a nnexa tion, which ha s 
been ca refully concea led for the pa st 
four y ea rs, is now voiced openly a nd 
the wish tha t the United Sta tes re­ 
ta in some mea sure of a ctua l control 
In Cuba n a ffa irs is hea rd more insist­ 
ently tha n ever. 
Representa tives of lea ding elements, 
both Cuba n a nd foreign, ha ve been 
a sked to a ttend a meeting next Sun­ 
da y to discuss the fea sibility of hold­ 
ing some sort of plebiscite by which 
a ll cla sses of the popula tion would be 
ena bled to express their idea s on wha t 
the future of government should bo. 
One pla n suggested is the forma tion 
Into groups of the va rious foreign ele­ 
ments, ea ch of which will formula te 
Its own project of government. 
The 
Idea of holding the next elections in 
J a nua ry ha s been entirely a ba ndoned, 
the genera l preference a mong Cuba ns 
a ppea ring to fa vor holding elections 
In J une. 
The question of the sta tus 
of congress, a nd whether sena tors a mi 
representa tives a re to receive their 
sa la ries a fter the esta blishm ent of 
the provisiona l government will be 
decided in Wa shington. 
Reports of the disa rma ment opera ­ 
tions show considera ble dela y a nd con­ 
fusion, but no rea l opposition. 
On 
the whole the work 
is proceeding 
smoothly , a nd the only complica tion 
encountered wa s met a nd disposed of 
by Genera l Funston. a ssisted by Gen­ 
era l Agrá mente of the disa rma ment 
commission. 
It a ppea rs tha t Genera l 
Arbert’s a greement to disa rm a nd dis­ 
ba nd wa s conditiona l on the surrender 
a nd disa rma ment a lso of a ll the po­ 
licemen in the town of Guiñes. 
Gen­ 
era ls Funston a nd Agra monte went to 
Guiñes to stra ighten out the ma tter.

Indorses Both Bry a n 


a ne Hea rst 


Boston, O ct 5.—A new era for the 
M a ssa chusetts Democra cy wa s Ina u­ 
gura ted y esterda y by the sta te con­ 
vention of tha t pa rty , when a fter a 
turbulent struggle over indorsing Wm. 
J . Bry a n a nd Wm. R. Hea rst, J ohn B. 
Mora n, district a ttorney for Suffolk 
county , who wa s a lrea dy the nominee 
of the Prohibition pa rty a nd the Inde­ 
pendence Lea gue, wa s nomina ted for 
governor by a ccla ma tion. 
Sa ve in 
one possible pa rticula r, Mora n dom­ 
ina ted the convention a bsolutely a nd 
completely a nd his so-ca lled ea diea l 
wing of the pa rty , of which he is the 
sponsor a nd a ctive lea der, wa s in 
control. 
The old-time fa ctors, J osia h 
Quincy . Congressma n ,J. A. Sulliva n, 
Congressma n Wm. S. McNa ry a nd the 
element represented by such Demo­ 
cra ts a s forme r Governor Willia m L. 
Dougla s a nd Henry M. Whitney wa s 
utterly powerless. 
The Mora n senti­ 
ment, which these men ha d va inly 
sought to stem before the prima ries, 
swept every thing before it 
Two of 
the ca ndida tes beside Mr, Mora n ha d 
been nomina ted by the Independence 
Lea gue. Brown for lieutena nt gover­ 
nor a nd Hisgen for a uditor. 
The pla tform a dopted wa s prolific 
In dema nds for reform a nd centered 
la rgely In those cha nges in the la w 
which ha ve been strongly fa vored by 
Mora n during his service a s district 
a ttorney a nd in his decla ra tion of 
principles when he a nnounced his ca n­ 
dida cy for governor. 
The pla tform In­ 
dorsed the lea dership a nd Democra cy 
of both Bry a n a nd Hea rst. 
The in­ 
dorsement of the Hea rst Democra cy 
a nd of his lea dership in New York 
wa s the first rock on which the con­ 
vention 
split. 
Neither 
Bry a n 
nor 
Hea rst wa s supported for the next 
presidentia l nomina tion in the pla t­ 
form. but both were pra ised. 
The Bry a n pa ra gra ph wa s greeted 
with cheers a nd ha ndcla pping a nd a 
genera l demonstra tion which la sted 
more tha n a minute, but when the 
first words of the Hea rst tribute were 
rea ched there were hisses a nd cries 
of “ No. no." a nd “ Bry a n only .” 
Then 
the Hea rst supporters, given new vig­ 
or by the memory tha t the Hea rst 
Independence 
Lea gue 
ha d 
indorsed 
Mora n for governor, a lmost drowned 
out the Bry a n delega tes. 
The per­ 
ma nent cha irma n, former Ma y or J ohn 
P. Feeney , in va in ra pped for quiet. 
He surrendered, exha usted, a nd the 
rea ding of the resolutions wa s not re­ 
sumed until the convention ha d spent 
itself. 
At the end the demonstra tion 
a ga inst a nd for Hea rst bega n a ll ov« r 
a ga in 
The vote on the question of 
a dopting the pla tform a s rea d wa s a 
roa r, ra ther tha n a chorus of a y es a nd 
noes 
The vote wa s doubted, a nd upon 
r* rising vote being ta ken, the cha ir 
decla red the resolutions a dopted. 
The convention wa s disrupted a sec­ 
ond time over the Indorsement of Mr. 
Bry a n for president. 
It ca me a fter 
a ll the nomina tions ha d been ma de 
a nd when ma ny of the delega tes ha d 
left for thefr homes 
It wa s a move 
which 
seemed 
to 
split 
the 
Mora n 
forces 
them selves. 
it wa s 
sta rted 
quietly by George Fred Willia ms, when 
most of the delega tes were expecting 
a djournment 
Mr. 
Willia ms 
moved 
tha t the convention go on record a s 
fa voring the nomina tion of Mr Bry a n 
by the na tiona l Democra tic pa rty of 
19 08. 
The resolution wa s bitterly op­ 
posed by Gra nville S. McFa rla nd of 
Ca mbridge, secreta ry of the Mora n 1 
ca mpa ign committee. 
In unequivoca l 
la ngua ge he cha rged tha t the Bry a n | 
resolution ha d been presented with j 
‘felonious intent." 
The resolution In­ 
dorsing Bry a n for president wa s de- i 
cla red ca rried a fter a fiva voce vote, I 
a nd the convention wa s immedia tely j 
a djourned.
